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As to claims 8 and 1 1 , the removal of certain light sources (i.e., the laser sources and multichromatic lamps, such as metal halide lamp 
and flashlamp) from the claims would require further consideration and/or search. 

As to independent claims 1 and 10, the applicant's amedments (i.e., narrowband multichromatic sources) are not deemed to place the 
application in a better form for allawance, because the light sources of the proir art of record would read on this limitation in the claims as 
brgSd^ as recited.
